PREVAIL 


GRASS IN THE 





ROM the fertilizers about which I was 

talking last week it is a comparatively 
short mental step to intensive grass pro- 
duction. It would be difficult to put a 
figure on the acreage that is intensively 
managed, but the total area of temporary 
grass in England and Wales is around 
4,654,000 and of permanent grass 
10,758,000. Comparable figures for Scot- 
land are 625,000 and 2,164,000. 

Hand in hand with intensive produc- 
tion goes conservation—hay, silage or the 
usually more specialized job of grass dry- 
ing. Total output of this last—which, of 
course, includes lucerne and clover as 
well as grass—varies widely according to 
the season but is now averaging well over 
100,000 tons a year. 

This will be produced in the form. of 
either meal or cubes, and, nowadays, a 
high proportion is delivered under con- 


de ee Oe 


tract to feed manufacturers. The bulk 
probably finds its way into rations for lay- 
ing hens and a good sales se nowadays 
is that it puts the rich golden colour back 
into the pale yolks of some intensively- 
kept birds. 

Indeed the vogue for intensive live 
stock production does present an increas- 
ing market for this grass-in-the-bag in- 
stead of grass in the field, Pigs, cattle 
(especially growing calves), in-lamb and 
mothering ewes, racehorses and now, 
even, rabbits are getting grass meal in 
their diets. 


With the commercial rabbit industry 
growing with characteristic rabbit speed 
this demand for grass meal in the feed 
looks like becoming an important feature 
for producers of the product. Special 
pellets contain 25 to 30 per cent of grass 
meal and already commercial rabbit 
keepers are taking over 10,000 tons of the 
meal a year. 

The main virtues of this form of con- 
served grass - its contents of various 
vitamins—the B group, E and (in the 
freshly dried crop) anything from 100 to 
400mgn of carotene (the precursor of 
vitamin A) per kg. 

It is difficult to think of anything nowa- 
days without rating its potentialities 
should we join the Common Market. In 
this respect then it is interesting to reflect 
that France has an unsatisfied d for 
grass meal and, in fact, imports some 
from Israel. Britain is pretty well situ- 
ated for growing grass—could it be that 
we are well situated for exporting it, or 
i the Dutch already thought of that 
one.

What’s in Store? 





MAYBE A GRADUAL LOWERING OF 
STORE SHARES’ INVESTMENT RATING 


ETAIL sales have been sagging a little in recent months as the Government’s 


measures restrictin: 
spending. So far t 


demand at home have had the desired effect of curbing 
e decline has been of modest proportions, but any contrac- 


tion in the volume of business transacted will not be viewed with equanimity by 
stores companies. For, as in every other sector des  fadeneey and commerce, increased 


costs are having to be absorbed. 

Despite the emergence of less en- 
couraging trends stores shares have held 
up well. Yields offered in this section 
are well below average and there is 
reason to ask whether or not values will 
continue to be maintained. 

I think the answer is a qualified Yes. 
Qualified because they will stay in favour 
on the strength of their scintillating past 
performance and because retail sales 
should soon resume their rise. But there 
may be a gradual lowering of their invest- 
ment rating because the growth merits 
are no longer so strong. 

Various factors to have contributed to 
the success of stores companies in the 
post-war period have included the re- 
distribution of incomes and inflation. 

Notwithstanding current efforts to 
check inflationary pressures, more than 
reasoned optimism is required to believe 
that completely successful results will be 
achieved. True, it has been proved pos- 
sible to induce a condition of stable prices 
by holding production down, However, 
when the tempo of activity is allowed to 
rise again the same old inflationary pres- 
sures re-assert themselves. 


Permanent Surplus 

One possible cure suggested has been 
that demands on the nation’s resources 
(particularly labour resources) should not 
be allowed to develop to the game extent 
as hitherto. It is argued that given a 
permanent small surplus there would not 
be the same upward pressure on wages 
and prices, 

Although such a policy could well lead 
to some success there is insufficient reason 
to believe that inflationary wage increases 
would be eliminated completely. For 
labour’s bargaining power is feckag of 
as much by workers deriving ecg 
security from the Welfare hrm to 
by the supply /demand position. 

In my opinion investors can only 
assume that ad of inflation will per- 
sist in the future. It should be smaller 
than in the past but it will continue to 
enhance the attractions of businesses least 
vulnerable to (or favourably situated to 
pass on) increased costs. 

The distributive trades remain first 
choice in this respect. Compared with 
manufacturing industry capital costs are 
small and there is not the same problem 
of replacing fixed assets at inflated prices. 
Additionally, it is probably true to say 
that with one important exception, com- 
petition is less fierce. 

This may not always be the case. Dur- 
ing the past year or two there has been 











a great dead of talk about the emergence 
of discount trading in this country. It 
is already generally accepted in food re- 
tailing (the important exception men- 
tioned) and there are companies planning 
to establish discount stores dealing in a 
wide range of goods. 

At present they are inhibited by the law 
permitting manufacturers to make resale 
price: maintenance a condition of sale. 
But just as this broke down in food re- 
tailing so it is expected to disintegrate in 
other sectors, 

Discount trading will take a good deal 
of time to develop. Furthermore, cut 
price selling in the wider field of mer- 
chandise will not lead to competition such 
as that experienced in the food trade, for 
a large proportion of soft goods and cloth- 
ing, etc., is not subject to resale price 
maintenance. 


Less Dynamic 


Nevertheless, in assessing prospects for 
stores companies it has to be acknow- 
ledged that competition will probably in- 
crease. And this combined with moderat- 
ing forces of inflation suggests that stores 
may inake a less dynamic showing in the 
future. 

That is not to say they will fail to earn 
higher profits and pay bigger dividends 
but simply that the rate of increase will 
probably be smaller. 

For instance it is hard to imagine 
Marks and Spencer being beaten on 
quality and price and it is not vulnerable 
to discount trading. On the other hand 
companies having a big business in goods 
subject to price maintenance, such as 
those trading in domestic appliances, 
would certainly feel the draught.

NE may or may not like the idea of Britain going 

into the Common Market. But the fact of the 
matter is that the British Government means to do 
just that. “ We desire to become full, wholehearted 
and active members of the European Community,” 
says Mr. Edward Heath in his statement to the 
Common Market Ministers in Paris. “Europe 
must unite or perish,” he added significantly. 


Our leaders’ job, then, is to use their influence to 
secure a fair deal for farming in the union with 
Europe which the Government so surely intends; to 
see that our point of view is given full and forceful 
advocacy in the long negotiations which are just 
beginning. 


We depend upon Government negotiators to put 
our case, and that is why the Lord Privy Seal’s long 
statement on agriculture (page 60) is so important. 
He has given the fullest outline yet of Government 
intentions. How nearly do they accord with what 
is required ? 


Re-statement of Faith 


In a general sense, Mr. Heath has re-stated the 
objectives of Government policy. “We, like you, 
are fully committed to the maintenance of a stable, 
efficient and prosperous agriculture,” he tells the 
Common Market Ministers. The phrase is familiar 
enough, and we may doubt indeed whether its in- 
terpretation in the past has led to much prosperity, 
the more so in view of the latest income figures. All 
the same, this is a clear re-statement of faith, and 
we note that a particular pledge is given to horti- 
culture. 

Outlining our present support system, Mr. Heath 
lays emphasis on its stability and indicates the vital 
part played by the guarantees and annual Price 


Farmer and stockbreeder 
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Review. Only last week we called these two the 
linchpins of our system and urged the industry to 
fight to retain them both. 


We hope the Government will fight, too. Mr. 
Heath is not very specific, but we trust that when 
he says “some features of our arrangements may 
prove attractive to you,” he has guarantees in mind; 
and that by a concept “to safeguard our farmers’ 
standard of living,” he means the retention of the 
Price Review, which he calls a key feature of our 
arrangements. 

On methods of implementing support, as 
opposed to principles, Mr. Heath underlines the 
great change it would mean for us to exchange a 
policy of cheap food and Exchequer payments for 
the Continental method of realistic retail food 
prices. 


Changes Must be Gradual 

But he says (rightly, we think) the differences are 
not insuperable provided changes are gradual. The 
dangers of sudden change certainly need underlin- 
ing, for this surely presents as much a problem for 
industrialists in regard to wage rates as for farmers. 
Mr. Heath went out of his way to emphasize “ the 
advantage which the consumer enjoys under our 
system.” 

Our Government apparently is to seek a transi- 
tional period of 12 to 15 years in bringing about 
changes so much more fundamental than any the 
Community countries had to face. As long a period 
as can be negotiated is highly desirable in order, as 
we put it last June, to allow for the re-shaping and 
re-equipment of our industry. 


Mr. Heath has done no more than state in general 
terms the position he takes up in the very first 
round of what will prove a long and hard encounter. 
It remains to be seen how tenaciously the Govern- 
ment will cling to what it now says. In a nutshell, 
it is up to Mr. Heath to prove his words. 


However, the Lord Privy Seal has spoken with 
a good deal of sympathy and understanding of the 
farming case. That reflects credit on the way our 
view has been presented on behalf of the industry 
to the Minister and by Mr. Soames at Cabinet 
level. 

If farming is sold down the river after such an 
opening stand, it will be the most blatant betrayal 


of all.

Deals in Forward Barley Must 
be Honoured 


WW Mesies are reaching me that some farmers who have sold their 


barley forward are failing to honour their contracts. 


The reason 


given, in every case of which I have heard, is that the price has risen 
since the original deal was made and so they have sold the barley to better 


advantage. 

Apart from any question of the pre- 
sent contracts, this seems to me an 
exceedingly short-term outlook. Any- 
one who has done this is likely to find 
buyers exceedingiy wary of dealing 
with him another year. For shillings 
gained this season he is liable to find 
himself pounds down next. 


Legal Action 


Moreover, an apparent gain this 
year may still turn into a real loss. 
There may well be legal action for 
breach of contract, and that is expen- 
sive whoever wins. 

Far more important, however, is the 
question of breach of faith. The whole 
business of forward buying depends 
on both parties honouring the bargain 
and this year’s development of this 
type of buying has done more than 
most people realize to prevent the 
price of barley going right through the 
floor 


Disastrous 


It may be that some sellers feel 
aggrieved that they did not get a better 
price at the time they sold. They 
may well be right, but the important 
fact is that they agreed to sell. How- 
ever bad a bargain they feel they have 
made they are now in honour bound 
to stick to it. 

Failure to do this on any widespread 
scale will certainly ruin any possi- 
bility of forward buying developing 
still further. And that would be 
disastrous to all barley growers. 


Real Income 





UR incomes down by 8 or 
10 per cent in 1959-60, says 
the latest Ministry survey. In the pre- 
vious report they were also down. 
Looking back a bit further I find that 
comparing 1954-5 with 1959-60 there 
was a rise in average net income in 
this survey of 12 per cent—from £1,232 
to £1,476, the average farm size being 
a little over 200 acres. This trend is 
supported by the Price Review figures. 
In that five-year period, the value of 
money went down by 12 per cent. So 
we were no better off after five years of 
rapidly increasing efficiency. 


No Better 
I am sure that there has been 
little improvement in the position 
since 1959-60. This again is supported 
as far as 1960-61 is concerned by the 
Price Review figures. 
Yet we have the position that the 
deficiency payments bill has recently 
risen sharply. The Minister has been 


expressing deep concern. I hope that 
he will have in the forefront of his mind 
this picture of farmers being just about 
the only income group not to have 
bettered themselves in recent years. 


Exciting Glimpse 





S the curtain rises on another 

Smithfield comes exciting 

news of the Royal Show. The glimpse 

we have of the future as seen by the 

fact-finding Committee shows no lack 
of bright ideas. 

In essence the plan is for a vast ex- 
tension of the demonstration area 
which has already proved itself. At 
the Agricultural Céntre of England we

able to see all that was new 
and promising (though not necessarily 
proved) in the techniques and tools 
for wresting a better living from the 
land. 

I should expect to see the findings 
of research put into practice, new 
buildings and materials demonstrated, 
breeds and crosses under test, mach- 
inery at work in field plots, crop trials 
and so on.

T.B. Tragedy 


EWS of another bad T.B 

breakdown, resulting in the 
slaughter of 87 animals in a herd in 
Cheshire, fully justifies my warning in 
September that no herd is safe. A 
reservoir of T.B. infection still re- 
mains among cattle throughout the 
country, and there are other contribu- 
tory causes of both individual reactors 
and herd breakdowns, including 
human beings and other animals. 

The tuberculin test is accepted as 
the best diagnostic test for T.B. yet 
devised, but it 1s not 100 per cent fool- 
proof. It is recognized that an animal 
in an advanced stage of the disease 
might not react, and this is what hap- 
pened in Cheshire. 





Inaclive Focus 





focus of the 
disease might become active under 
stress. It might then become 
generalized and spread throughout a 
herd. It will be some time before 
all animals that become affected in this 
way when quite young disappear from 
the national herd. 

Meanwhile the danger remains. For- 
tunately, the Cheshire farmer realized 
this. He had insured his herd when it 
was tested in July, 1960.

Real Trouble 


At this test two animals reacted, 
with the result that a re-test became 
necessary in not less than 60 days. It 
was in the interim period that real 
trouble came to light, in the form of a 
cow that had developed a lump on its 
udder. It was sent for slaughter and 
condemned as having generalized T.B 
This animal had passed the tuberculin 
test only 41 days previously. 

When the re-test came along the 
worst happened and the 87 animals, 
which included a number of dangerous 
contacts, were lost. But the unfor- 
tumate owner had some consolation 
when he collected his insurance claim 
of close on £2,000 (over and above the 
Ministry compensation) for which he 
had paid only £16 13s 6d in premium

the subject, but I do not think he will 
ignore the rebuff.

Cornwall’s Idea 

Mr. T. W. R. Christopher, the county

Statement on 
Cook Report 
Expected Soon 


RODUCERS aare still waiting for a 
statement from the Minister of Agri- 
culture on the report of the Cook com- 
mittee on milk composition in the U.K. 
In the light of the latest development 
this statement can be expected shortly. 
The Cook committee recommended that 
the main objective of the dairy industry 
should be not only to maintain, but to 
improve the s.n.f. content of the liquid 
supply. Towards this end the Com- 
mittee advocated the use of both 
statutory and marketing powers. 

Said the report: “ Fixed legal minimum 
standards for fat and s.n.f. would pro- 
vide a necessary safeguard to the con- 
sumer and, with adequate notice, should 
not prove an undue burden on the 
dairying industry. 

The Committee recommended that differ- 
ential payment schemes for  s.n.f. 
should be introduced as soon as pos- 
sible in all five M.M.B. areas in the 
United Kingdom and that price penal- 
ties should be imposed. at 8.4 per cent 
s.n.f. and below. Gradations in. the 
price scale should be of sufficient magni- 
tude to provide an effective deterrent to 
low s.n.f. and the point at which pen- 
alties began should be raised pro- 
gressively,

Our 
system of support, except for horticul- 
tural produce, relies mainly on Ex- 
chequer payments to ensure the main 
tenance of a satisfactory standard of 


living for our farmers. 


OUR TARIFFS 


“Our tariffs on foodstuffs are low and a 
large proportion of our supplies, par- 
tucularly those from the Common- 
wealth, enter our markets, free of 
duty. We make very little use of im 
port restrictions. 

“Broadly speaking, we buy our food 
at world free-market prices Our 
people are therefore accustomed to low 
prices for food. Their tastes are re 
lated to a traditional pattern of food 
supplies.” 

The Lord Privy Seal then went on to 
describe our system of guaranteed prices 
and direct farming grants, and pointed 


out that the Government had pledged to 
make no change in the statutory limits 
to the amount of the reductions which 
might be made from one year to the next, 
both in the general limit of support 
and in the guaranteed prices for indi- 
vidual commodities during the lifetime 
of the present Parliament. 


STABILITY 


He continued: “QOur farmers are thus 
assured of reasonable stability of income 
Furthermore, the annual review of the

The total of Ex- 
chequer payments to the industry is to 
the order of £270 million sterling a year, 
or three-quarters of the industry’s net 
income. 


GIVE US TIME 


“We shall thus be facing more funda- 
mental changes in our system than you 
have to face, and we should be joining 
the community some years later,” con- 
tunued Mr. Heath, 

“I feel sure that you will agree that the 
transitional arrangements for the United 
Kingdom should take account of these 
circumstances and that the conditions 
under which our agriculture is brought 
within the common policy should not 
be more onerous than those which were 
open to you when the Treaty of Rome 
entered into force, 

“On this basis the transitional arrange- 
ments for the United Kingdom could, 
where necessary, continue for a period 
of between 12 and 15 years from when 
we joined. Timing will, of course, 
differ for different commodities. 
For some we should certainly hope 
that a shorter period would be suffi- 
cient. In general, we should wish to 
keep pace with you as far as we are 
able.” 


The Treaty and Our System 


“WE should be moving continuously 

in the direction of a common 
policy. However, the changes we shall 
need to bring about are of such funda- 
mental character that it is impossible 
for us to judge what their effect will 
be on the standard of living of our 
farmers when we have reached the end 
of the transitional period,” continued 
Mr. Heath. 

“ Consequently, we regard it as of the 
utmost importance that we should 
continue to be able to use such means 
as are necessary to safeguard our 
farmers’ standards of living. It may 
be that this concept would on examina- 
tion commend itself to you for use by 
the community as a whole. 

“The maintenance of a stable, efficient 
and prosperous industry is a_ basic 
objective of the United Kingdom 
Government’s long-established policy 
for agriculture. This objective is en- 
tirely consistent with the principles of 
the Treaty. 

‘The importance of maintaining the 
standard of living of the agricultural 
population is clearly acknowledged in 
the Treaty. We have much in mind 
the Treaty provisions which recognize 
the need to ensure that the Common 
Market organization provides equivalent 
guarantees regarding the employment 
and standards of living of producers.

“Indeed, as we understand it, the Treaty 
envisages a levelling up of standards 
and not levelling down.

negotiations to a point of breakdown, the 
Heath speech provides the Government 
with an escape hatch, because it says that 
for some commodities Britain would hope 
that a shorter period would be sufficient 
and that in general Britain would wish to 
keep pace with the Six. 

But there is a further difficulty because, 
as Mr. Heath pointed out in his speech, 
the British Government has given a firm 
pledge to make no change in the statutory 
limits under the 1957 Act during the life- 
time of the present Parliament. At least 


the first three groups of commodities are 
covered by this pledge. 


At Any Time 


But the lifetime of this Parliament is 
not fixed. October, 1964, is the latest date 
for dissolution but it can take place at 
any time the Prime Minister so decides. 

There is considerable support at West- 
minster for the view that a General 
Election would be held in the spring of 
1963, immediately after the Treaty with 
the Six was signed and ratified if the 
negotiations were successful. 

Mr. Heath pointed out that the “ annual 
review is a key feature of our system,” and 
that it enabled the Government to look 
annually not only at the prices of 
individual commodities but at all the main 
factors affecting the industry’s prosperity. 

Later in his speech he intimated that 
this concept might commend itself for use 
by the Community as a whole. 


If the Six were sympathetic to this 
idea of a European Annual Review, it 
would remove the fears of many inter- 
ested in British agriculture that the 
present commodity-by-commodity ap- 
proach of the Brussels Commission 
would be damaging to farming interests. 


I found in Brussels recently that the 
Commission and the agricultural attachés 
of the various national delegations were by 
no means unfavourable to the idea of an 
annual review of the conditions of 
European agriculture, although they did 
not think that all the target and inter- 
vention prices could be fixed at the same 
time each year. 


Other Interests 


There was also a different idea of the 
composition of such a European Review 
team; whereas under the British system 
only the producers and Government are 
concerned, the Six want other interests, 
particularly farmworkers and consumers, 
to be represented. 

It would seem unlikely that the ques- 
tion of an annual Review is going to be a 
major obstacle to agreement in_ these 
negotiations. Whether or not a decision 
is made at this stage to have a European 
Review, there is unlikely to be any objec- 





tion (nor could there be) to the British 
Review continuing. 

The Common Market fruit and vege- 
tables plan now awaiting approval by the 
Council of Ministers in Brussels proposes 
that from July 1, 1962, compulsory grad- 
ing should be introduced in all member 
countries for cauliflowers, tomatoes, 
apples, pears and peaches. Other pro- 
ducts could be added from time to time, 
and the grading would be enforced by 
inspection at the wholesale stage. 


Harmonized 

The object of this exercise is that by 
July 1, 1965, quality standards in these 
fruits and vegetables should be so har- 
monized that it would be possible to have 
a common market, free of quotas, tariffs 
and other restrictions 

Although these negotiating points are 
regarded as “ difficult”’ in Brussels, there 
is considerable confidence among all 
parties to the talks that agreement will be 
reached. The tenor of the speech, and its 
emphasis on the political implications, is 
such that there is little likelihood that the 
negotiations could be allowed to fail. 


But there will obviously have to be 
concessions and compromises on all 
sides and the bargaining can be ex- 
pected to be hard and protracted.

PIG A.I. RATE 
UP AGAIN 


VERAGE farrowing rate to first arti- 

ficial insemination of pigs in Britain 
reached 60.6 per cent during the first 
quarter of this year, reports P.I.D.A. The 
corresponding figure for the last quarter 
of 1960 was 59.6 per cent. When British 
experimental field services began in 1955 
the rate was 18 per cent. 

Between October, 1960, and March, 
1961, A.I. centres inseminated more than 
2,500 pigs. The Authority, which pays 
a subsidy of up to 35s for each first in- 
semination, says that during the first 
quarter of this year farrowing rate figures 
returned by the centres varied between 
43 per cent and 73 per cent. 

A major factor in successful A.I. is the 
ability of the farmer to detect the correct 
stage of heat. A P.I.D.A. leafiet—* Pig 
A.I. and the Producer ”—is designed to 
encourage more producers in the areas 
served by the centres to use the service 
and to help them to recognize the time 
when the sows are likeliest to conceive. 

The Authority is spending about 
£13,000 this year on subsidizing A.I. and 
assisting research into its problems.

ARCASE assessment in cattle may in future be possible in the live animal, 
using ultrasonic equipment similar to that developed for use with pigs. 
preliminary trial on live cattle, believed to be the first of its kind in the 

country, took place in Lincs last week.

Lincoln Red cattle belonging to Mr. 


C. L. Bembridge, of Anwick House, Timberland, Lincoln, were used, and the 
demonstration was arranged by the Lincoln Red Cattle Society. 


The ultrasonic equipment, a prototype 
developed by Smiths Industrial 
was operated by Mr. J. A. F. 
Wilson, the Landrace pig breeder, from 
Ashwell, Herts. Afterwards Mr. Wilson 
said: “The results have far exceeded 
anything I expected.” 

The machine directs sound waves into 
the beast, and when these strike a divi- 
sion between fat and lean or between 
lean and bone, signals are recorded on 
a simple vertical scale. 

It had been feared that to obtain read- 
ings on cattle it might have been neces- 
sary shave off the hair at various 
points. Much to the relief of Mr. Bem- 
bridge—for some of the cattle used were 
entered for Smithfield—this was not 
necessary

FIRST BOARS FINISH P.LD.A. TEST 


IRST to complete P.I.D.A.’s boar per- 
P formance test were two Wessex 
Saddleback boars owned by Mr, Frank 
Edwards, of Burnt House Farm, Ham, 
Chard, Somerset. The boars were litter 
brothers and both started the test at the 
normal 60lIb. 

One was then 58 days old and reached 
200Ib at 138 days of age, consuming 388lb 
of food during the period. At 130lb— 
after 40 days on test—food consumption 
was 147lb. Food conversion ratio over 
the whole test was 2.8 and the estimated 
lean meat content at 200Ib was 52.7 per 
cent. 

The second boar started the test at 61 
days of age, reached 200lb at 147 days 
and consumed 426lb of food. At 130lb— 


after 44 days on test—food consumption 
was 175lb. Food conversion ratio was 3.0 
and estimated lean meat content at 200Ib 
was 52.3 per cent, 

An echo-sounding instrument was used 
to take the backfat measurements on 
which lean content was assessed. 

Mr. Edwards, who is in partnership 
with his mother as W. Edwards & Son, 
said: “In many ways I would rather have 
this sort of information provided by 
P.I.D.A. after tests than win prizes with 
pigs at shows. 

“PI.D.A.’s findings are backed by 
solid facts. I am sure this scheme will 
be of great value to the breeder. It helps 
him to know which are the best boars in 
his own herd.”

In cattle, as in sheep and pigs, there 
appears to be a definite relationship be- 
tween certain carcase measurements and 
carcase quality as assessed by a butcher 
Two of the most significant of these 
measurements are the depth of the “ eye” 
muscle and the thickness of the 
cutaneous fat over the “eye” muscle 
Under the New Zealand system of judg- 
ing beef carcases, these two factors to 
gether account for more than half of the 
points awarded on measurement of the 
carcas 


Useful Aid 

It has been suggested that in a 600ib 
carcase “eye” muscle 24mm deep 
with plenty of marbling fat in the muscle 
would be a most desirable character. This 
would be measured at the point where 
beef carcases are normally cut, between 
the tenth and eleventh ribs 

The use of ultrasonic equipment for the 
assessment of beef cattle is obviously in 
its here. If the equipment 
developed satisfactorily it could prove a 
useful aid for beef breeders, for there 
could be considerable value in breeding 
for depth and area of eye muscle. But 
until beef is paid for on strict quality stan- 
dards, it is hard to see where the producer 
will make any extra profit in breeding 
“super” beef.

Fit to Cart 

He added: “I am assuming that when 
hay is fit to bale it is also fit to cart.

Loss of crop was about 25 per cent in 
the case of field hay, said Mr. Culpin, 
compared with about 10 per cent if hay 
was barn dried. 

“T don’t think it is right to make wild 
claims for barn drying, but I think there 
can be something in it in the long run 
and commercial methods of dealing with 
the process are improving all the time,” 
he added. 

Mr. D. S. Lewis, of I.C.I., enthusiastic- 
ally supported the feeding of silage for 
milk, beef and sheep, especially to ewes 
in late pregnancy and just after lambing. 
Some of the bigger types, such as Kerry 
Hills, would eat up to 5lb or 6lb a day. 

Mr. J. R. Griffiths, of N.A.A.S., cham- 
pioned hay as a feed and pointed out that 
only about one-seventh of the total dry 
matter obtained from grass was at present 
conserved in the form of silage. 

He advocated the feeding of hay with 
autumn and spring grass and not restrict- 
ing it to the winter. 
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Timing Vital Factor 
Right Fertilizer at Right 
Time for Results 


O matter how carefully a farmer 
chooses the right amount of the 
right kind of fertilizer, he is wasting his 
money unless the dressing is used at the 
right time in the right place. This was 
the view put forward by Dr. G. W. 
Cooke, of Rothamsted, at a conference in 
Wolverhampton last week, organized 
jointly by the Fertilizer Manufacturers’ 
Association and the N.A.A:S. 

Pointing out that placement of fertilizer 
was usually more satisfactory than broad- 
casting (apart from long-growing, deep- 
rooting plants like sugar beet and kale), 
Dr. Cooke said: “All phosphate and 
potash should be applied before planting 
the annual crop, as these combine with 
the soil and are not washed down from 
the surface quickly enough to be effective. 

““Nitrogen is mobile in the soil, and 
nitrates can easily be lost by leaching or 
denitrification. As nitrogen regulates 
growth, the time of the dressing is vital

This is provided that the ultimate buyer 
intends to cook or process them and does 
not re-sell them in the raw state and that 
such potatoes are separated from sound 
ware, 

Permits will be issued to licensed mer- 
chants and registered producers by the 
Board’s area supervisors.

Curing the Crop 

A warm, humid condition—ten to 14 
days at 65 degrees F, with ventilation con- 
trolled—would “cure” cut or bruised 
potatoes.

“'To remove moisture,” said Mr. Dadd, 
“a good straw cover is essential so that 
condensation does not settle in the top 
layer of potatoes. It does not matter if 
the straw is wet, provided there is some 
dry straw next to the potatoes. If the 
potatoes get wet, put on more straw.

“We are 
modifying a commercial harvester to take 
this device,” said Mr. W. J. West, direc-

Accurate Sensing 

“This device,” said Mr. West, “can 
say ‘this is a potato and this is not’ and 
after making use of this information, the 
separator takes over.” 

Mr. West said that in a test, 300 
potatoes, 250 stones and 250 clods were 
dropped through the beam and only four 
objects were incorrectly “ sensed.” “ That 
is a marvellous result from 800 objects,” 
said Mr. West. 

The potatoes used in the static trial— 
the machine is not in field trials yet 
were stored mature Kerrs Pink. Some 
were wet and some were covered in mud 
a quarter of an inch thick. Only one 
potato and three clods, two of which were 
probably too small to interrupt the beam, 
were not correctly selected by the device.

In fact, the majority of farmers looked upon the 


The purpose of the pipeline is to 


convey ethylene gas from the Esso refinery at Fawley to Imperial Chemicals 


Industries’ new plant at Severnside. 

This method of transportation is con- 
sidered to be the most economical way 
possible. 

Ethylene gas is used in the making of 
Alkathene (I.C.I.’s brand of polythene) 
and ethylene glycol, which in turn is used 
in the manufacture of Terylene. 


Difficult to Compete 

Without the pipeline I.C.I. would find 
it difficult to compete with European 
countries in the. manufacture of plastics. 
The high road haulage costs would con 
siderably raise the price of the articles to 
the consumer. 

Recently FARMER AND STOCKBREEDER 
had the opportunity of seeing the finish- 
ing stages of laying the pipeline across 
Salisbury plain. Each section of the 
6in diameter seamless steel pipe is 
approximately 36ft long. They are arc 
welded together on the site and each weld 
is thoroughly tested by electronic methods 
before the pipe is lowered into the 
ground. 


High Throughput 

Hydraulic tests to a pressure of 1,400lb 
per sq in are conducted on each length 
of pipe both at the manufacturing plant 
and on the completed pipeline. The 
maximum input pressure of the gas at 
Fawley will be only 560lb per sq in, 
reaching Severnside at a minimum de- 
livery pressure of 40lb per sq in. This 
pressure enables 80,000 tons of gas to be 
conveyed per annum. 

In the first instance, over a year’s pre- 
paration went into the plotting of the 
route. The minimum of trees had to be 
cut down, steep hills avoided and rivers 
and roads had to be tunnelled at the 
smallest inconvenience to the ratepayer. 

In one case near Salisbury, Esso have 


undertaken to see that 30ft high trees 
are replaced at the company’s expense. 

All along the line, property is being re- 
stored to its original condition in a very 
clean manner. Compensation for loss of 
crops, etc., fences, gates, is being paid, 
together with 4s per yard of pipe to all 
persons affected. 

Approximately 108 roads, 10 railways 
and 25 rivers had to be negotiated. Great 
care was exercised in the removal of the 
top soil, which was put down on one side 
of the proposed 3-4ft deep trench by a 
mechanical excavator. Sub-soil was 
placed on the other side 


Special Lagging 

Special glass fibre and bitumen lagging 
keeps the pipe in good condition, and in 
case of any faults, 18 isolating valves have 
been fitted above ground level at certain 
points, 

Below ground level there are an addi- 


tional 12 valves. Pressure gauges and 
flow meters will be installed at either end 
of the pipeline. 

Principal pipeline contractors were 
Constructors John Brown, Ltd., who un- 
der the supervision of Esso have made a 
good clean job, leaving little or no trace 
of the whole scheme. 

At the moment, final reinstatement of 
land is being carried out, and the ethy- 
lene plant at Fawley will soon be passing 
220 tons a day of gas across the south- 
west of England. When the ethylene 
plant is completed, the total cost to Esso 
will be about £54 million.

“You know it is rather remarkable that 
one hears so much about the commodi- 
ties on which the deficiency payment has 
gone up and little or nothing about those 
where’ it is going down,” said Mr. 
Woolley. 

“I confidently expect that the total 
cereals deficiency payment will be 
significantly lower, with wheat showing 
a big reduction. 

“So far as one can tell there will be 
no de ficiency payment needed for potatoes 
on this year’s crop; last year it cost £8 
million. There will also be a substantial 
saving on eggs.” 


Not the First Time 

Mr. Woolley commented that precious 
little had been heard about these satisfac- 
tory trends and added: “What you have 
heard is a mounting wail of woe about 
the cost of Exchequer support for fat 
cattle. This is not the first time this 
has happened.” 

In a detailed summary of the position, 
the President recalled the market price 
slump in 1956-57 with an Exchequer pay- 
ment of £36 million. “Last year this 
had shrunk to under £12 million and 
nobody could have anticipated that it 
would go shooting up again this year.” 

Mr. Woolley denied that imports were 
responsible and added: “I ask you to 


consider what sort of position beef pro- 
ducers would have been in had we not 
had guaranteed prices. Let those who 
go about crooning their happy little songs 
about being better off by adopting the 
Common Market’s present proposals for 
beef and being able to do away with 
guaranteed prices, ponder on these things.” 

Looking at the national beef price posi- 
tion he said that there was some satis- 
faction that the British housewife got her 
beef considerably cheaper than her sister 
in most other industrialized countries. 

“For example figures for October, 1960, 
the latest available, show that when the 
British housewife was paying 5s 5d per 
lb for sirloin, the price in Canada was 
7s 5d, in U.S.A, 8s 4d, in Belgium 8s 2d, 
in France 7s 3d, in Italy 7s 4d, in Nor- 
way 7s 10d, and in Sweden 8s 11d.”

Figures in the report show that while 
total revenue rose in the dairying group, 
on average, by just over £1 per acre (£52 
to £53), total costs rose by over £2 per 
acre, (£43 15s to £45 19s).

1959-60 was only 25s an acre, compared 
with 42s an acre in the previous year.

PIG NUMBERS NOW

FTER six to eight months of increas- 

ing numbers of breeding pigs, now

econd best animal in the show 


award 
was a white champion, a 
Angus-Shorthorn steer, beauti- 
, superbly brought out and scal- 
ing 10lb over the 12cwt at 23 months old 
‘Just that bit gayer and handling a little 
better,” was how Mr. Robert Adam, the 
judge, differentiated between this grand white 
and the reserve, a pure Aberdeen-Angus steer 
from Mr. Adam Forrest, of Rockville. 
Named Snowflake, the overall winner was 
the first champion at this event for Mr. 
Grant since he began showing on his own 
in 1940, but he has had two reserve leaders 
and brought out a champion for his mother 
in 1934. Last week’s winner cost £115 and 
came from a crofter in that “cradle” of 
fat stock champions, Speyside. 


Forecasts Confirmed 

Mr. Adam’s judging confirmed many a pre- 
show forecast, as plenty thought that the white 
second cross would defeat the Wych Cross 
heifer which had been baby beef champion 
at Birmingham a week before and was re- 
garded by many people there as the best 
in show, although unable to compete in the 
overall contest. 

This baby, Judi Erica of Wych Cross, had 
narrowly won the title of best heifer last 
week in a tight finish with a Shorthorn from 
Beaufort. This was also a white, but did 
not handle as well as the Black although it 
had beaten the Birmingham champion in the 
parade for the best heifer between 15 and 
24 months 

Mr. Forrest’s Angus steer—the reserve 
supreme—was prepared for the show by a 
German ex-prisoner of war, Mr. A. Polinski, 
who stayed in Scotland after his release. The 
steer, which weighed l2cwt Igqr 7lb last 
week, won the Royal Highland Show fat

cattle championship in June. This was the 
first time among the top honours here for 
Mr. Forrest who keeps an 18-cow herd of 
Blacks on his mainly arable 650 acres i 
East Lothian. 

An entry of 132 in the cattle section was 
similar to that of the last show in 1959, 
but quality was even better than the good 
standard of that year. Pig and sheep num- 
bers were both slightly down. 

A dozen animals were selected to contest 
the award for the beast worth most per 
pound to the butcher. And here The Thorn 
scored again. Mr. Grant’s winner was an 
Angus steer named His Highness of Thorn, 
19 months old and weighing 10cwt 3qr 111b, 
and by Jewvil Eric of Manorhill, bought 
jointly by Mr. Grant and Mr. Robert Adam 
for 12,500gs at Perth. 

“Very smooth fleshing all over and carry- 
ing no surplus fat,” was how Mr. T. Lauch- 
lan, the judge, described the Thorn winner 
which had won its breed class. The reserve, 
“another good bullock,” was the fifth-prize 
second cross senior steer, an Angus x Angus 
cross from Arnbog Farms Ltd. It weighed 
just Ib less than His Highness and was three 
months older. 


Best for Years 

The Galloways put on one of their best 
displays here for years. Numbers were up 
and a lot of good cattle came forward to 
be led by a wealthy two-year-old from Mr. 
James Biggar. 

Aberdeen-Angus, too, had a better than 
average turnout and, as these breed cham- 
pions were chosen after the supreme judg- 
ing, an automatic choice for leaders in the 
steer from Rockville and the baby heifer from 
Wych Cross. 

Only a handful of Shorthorns appeared but 
all were good—their champion was the 
white heifer, Beaufort Flora Broadhooks 
lith, that had almost pulled off the inter- 
breed female award. 

Biggest parades were, as usual, among the 
cross-*oreds but their judge, Mr. E. Ruthven, 
remembered the time when the ring was 
much fuller for each class. 

Among the sheep it was a triumph for 
the Suffolks that took the overall card and 
reserve. Winning for the first time, although 
they have shown here since the war, were 
Messrs. T. D. Allan & Sons, more famed 
for their Parkhouse herd of British Friesians 
which shares 400 acres in Lanarks with the 
75-ewe Suffolk flock that was begun in 
1927. 

Mr. Robert Barr brought out the reserve 
pen which, at a total of 548lb, was 34lb 
lighter than the champion trio. 

The father and son team of Messrs. A. H. 
& J. Stobo was successful in the Blackface 
ring with a pen of wethers and these were 
beaten only by the two Suffolk entries in the 
overall contest. 

Best of the Cheviots was a pen of the

It was a battle between Large Whites 
and Landrace among the pigs and it was a 
Large White pair that took the supreme card. 
These came from Lt. Col. P. H. V. de 
Clermont, who was recording his first such 
win in four attempts. In reserve place came 
a Landrace pair from Mr. A. Middlemas 

First-ever Galloway triumph in the inter- 
breed contest for the best group of three 
steers was the highlight of the concluding 
day (Thursday). 

Five teams competed—notable absentees 
being the Shorthorns. Eventually the judge, 
Mr. R. M. Adam, narrowed the issue to a 
straight fight between the Aberdeen-Angus 
ind Galloways. And the verdict went to the 
Galloways. 

Ihe trio which made breed history at this 
show comprised the -breed champion, Mr. 
James Biggar’s Pilot, and the second and third 
prizewinners in the senior steer class. 

The reserve Aberdeen-Angus team com- 
prised the first three prize-winners in the 
breed’s senior class.

A’ increase of 10 per cent in the annual calf crop from 300 breeding hill 


cent, an increase in calf weaning weights of lcwt per calf, these dividends 
are accruing from a method of wintering hill cattle which cuts out the use of 
hay. The system is being practised by Mr. Peter Throssell at Brown Willy 


Farms, Bodmin Moor, Cornwall. 

Mr. Throssell took over Brown Willy 
(1,375ft high, but much rougher country 
than the altitude would suggest) in 1951, 
adding purchased and rented ground to 
make up 2,400 acres which included 
large areas of peat, and grew principally 
nardus, molinia, bent grass and other poor 
moorland species. The takeover included 
a herd of 150 single sucklers and 500 ewes. 

First attempts at land improvement of 
the ploughable acres embraced liming, 
fertilizing and grant-aided fencing (10 
miles of sprung fence at 4s 6d a yard). 

The land was ploughed and re-seeded 
but the re-seeded areas were poached out 
by winter cattle. On certain areas of old 
mat, however, the trodden-in seeds of the 
field-fed hay grew well and suggested a 
land improvement method which crystal- 
lized into a technique of broadcasting 
cheap grass and clover i for 
treading in on limed and fertili 


stock-carrying capacity of the land, parti- 
cularly during the late spring and early 
autumn, and the summer the im- 
proved pasture may carry up to one cow 
on every 14 acres. 


the difficulty of winter replenishment, and 
thinking that the principal nutritional 
need was additional protein, anyhow, Mr. 
Throssell, in 1958, began feeding 2lb per 
day of cake. 

Expert advice eventually persuaded Mr. 
Throssell to feed cake of a lower pro- 
tein content—15 per cent protein and a 
starch equivalent to approximately 70— 
as it was thought that the principal winter 
deficiency was ener, that protein 
was being well supplied from the fibrous 
rough herbage growth. 

At the same time, the cake was used as 
a carrier to rectify mineral deficiencies of 
phosphate and cobalt revealed by herbage 
analyses, which showed that in respect of 
phosphate, for example, the cows would 
have to eat 40lb per day of dry matter 
from the herbage to obtain enough phos-

more calves, from the increased milk asso- 
ciated with better wintering and the con- 
sequently heavier weaners, there has also 
been earlier calving and more trouble-free 
calving which may be attributable to the 
new system. 

For example, by April 21, 1953, only 
five calves had been born, whereas on the 
same date in 1961 over 200 calves were 
born and were thus big enough fully to 
exploit the full flush of dam’s milk the 
spring growth.

With nutrition right, Mr. Throssell is 
concentrating on the essential task of live 
stock improvement. All the hill cattle are 
numbered with American tags and chains, 
calves are ear-marked at birth and wean- 
ing weights are recorded. 

In this way the calves are used to mea- 
sure the milking capacity of the dams and 
to provide the criterion for culling. The 
Shorthorn Galloway cross is favoured 
against the Hereford x Galloway. 

To complete the production picture Mr. 
Throssell has acquired four lowland 
farms, where the cattle off the moor are 
being finished. The weaners are wintered 


of barley, a wintering cost of 

per head, estimating 2 tons of 

£2 or 30s (minimum) per ton and £5 for 
barley. 

Out to grass in the summer, about 40 
per cent are sold fat off grass at about 
Scwt. The remainder are ied the 
following winter and fini on silage 
and barley, at 8-l0cwt live weight. The 
aim is 400 fat cattle per annum, deploy- 
ing the labour of five men. 

This winter experimental use is being 
made of a cake incorporating ground hay 
and the investigations will be greatly 
helped by the division of the 300 cows 
into five lots of 60, a management system 
made possible by the completion of the 
huge fencing programme.

Can Do For You

tions now number 44 and cover 

32 counties, and their number 
still continues to grow. But what, you 
may ask, do they do for you? 

First, the Federation of these associa- 
tions negotiated a 6s cwt bonus on all 
sides sold as County ity Bacon. This 
is the additional price charged the grocer 
for the quality bacon above the price of 
No. 1 English sides. 

Now, the Federation has appointed Mr. 
I. A. M. Lucas, of the University College 
of North Wales, as its nutritional adviser, 
and trials are being arranged at research 
institutes and farms throughout the 
country on pig rations. A standard diet 
would not only ease the problem of curing 
sides fed on a wide variety of compounds, 
but would simplify selection of stock for 
genetical improvement. 

The Federation has already taken the 
first steps to improve the genetic quality 
of stock on its members’ farms by advis- 
ing them confidentially where to purchase 
breeding animals. The advice is founded 
on progeny tests by breeders, and on their 
production of quality sides for their Asso- 
ciation factories. 

Individual county Associations have

already secured advantages for their mem- 
bers by bulk purchasing goods required in 
bacon production. The advantages of 
trading on a national scale through the 
Federation are self-evident, and there 
seems little doubt that Associations linked 
to the Federation will secure very real 
advantages for their members in this 
manner in the future. 

What is the real aim of the Associations? 
Simply to market a good ity bacon with 
the national name “ nty Quality,” 
which can be purchased anywhere in the 
country. Once county associations are 
firmly established, county titles can give 
place to a single national name, but local 
associations will continue ao 
members in trading and marketing 

This national product will have “ 
ity” strip mark clearly indicating its 
quality. A liaison committee between the 
Federation, P.I.D.A. and the curers’ 
Federation, will ensure that there is no 
conflict between the Meritmark and the 
County Quality Bacon mark, and that 
advertising by one neither conflicts with 
nor duplicates what the others may be 
doing.

Nor cam more generous treatment be 
expected from the Treasury next Feb- 
ruary—this year’s harvest is thought 
to be over 44 million tons, and though 
there may be a swing away from bar- 
ley growing by those not making much 
out of it, a large change in the acreage 
is unlikely. 

Profit margins will get tighter, so keep- 
ing yields up and costs down to a reason- 
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Handling and drying costs are entered at about £1 {5s an acre.

able level is going to become more and 
more important—but what is a reason- 
able cost level? 

A fair figure would be about £20 an 
acre. The table below shows how this 
cost is arrived at. No allowances have 
been made for manurial residues and the 
value of straw—the latter varies so much 
ever the country and is often cancelled 
out by baling and handling charges. 

On many farms it should be possible 
te get well telow £20 an acre, tut if you 
keep your costs at this level a yie'd of 1 tcn 
per ate selling at the “ guetanteci” rrice 
of 27s 7d per cwt would show a profit of 
£7 lls per acre. A yield of 14 tons per 
acre would show a profit of £14 9s per 
acre, and a yield of 14 tons a profit of 
£21 7s per acre. 

If your costs are very much above £20 
an acre, should you be growing barley at 
all? What of future price levels and costs? 

A reduction of Is 6d per cwt in the 
total returns would result, with a yield of 
25cwt, in a fall in profits of 37s 6d per 
acre; you could compensate this by an in- 
crease in yield of around l4cwt. 

The Guide Price is an indication of the 
price at which home-grown barley is com- 
petitive with imports. It gives some idea 
of the “open market value” of barley. 
At an indicated price of 20s, with average 
costs and a yield per acre of 25cwt, the 
profit margin would be around £5, but 
with a yield of 30cwt the margin would 
te back around a comfortable £10 an 
acre.

carries, summed up by the word breed for live stock and variety for crops,” said 


Mr. Thomson. 


“Not only has variety been ignored, 
but even in analytical standards excessive | 
regard has been paid to fancy points. To | 
many farmers, grass is just grass; seed is | 
ordered as enough for so many acres, 
nothing is said about variety and price is 
more decisive than quality.” 

Mr. Thomson commented that the 
importance attached to small differences 
in germination capacity was quite unreal- 
istic. Field establishement on the farm 
was much less than the potential shown 
by a laboratory test. 


He continued: “In practice, field 
establishment is only about 30 per cent, 
so a difference of 5 or 6 per cent in a 
laboratory germination that is up to the 
80’s or 90’s has no practical signific- 
ance.” 


Pointing out the need for research on 
how different varieties responded to differ- 
ent systems of management, Mr. 
Thomson remarked: “Grassland ° per- 
formance depends so much on manage- 
ment and though we may not be prepared 
to say that management is mere important 
than variety, there is no doubt that it can 
account for greater differences in yield.” | 

Mr. Hew Watt, an Essex grower, also | 
stressed the need for more care in the 
choosing of Scottish seed potatoes. House- 
wives in England were sick and tired of 
buying potatoes which cooked black or 
turned into a soup, he commented. 

“T would appeal to you that when you

LOOPHOLE IN LAW ALLOWS 


KILLER DOGS THEIR FREEDOM 


ECAUSE of a loophole in the law 

relating to “killer ”’ dogs police have 
no power to act until after a court hearing. 
In many cases this means that the dogs 
remain at large and a danger to stock even 
after they have been discovered, owners 
identified, and the police informed. 

This loophole should be closed, be- 
lieves Glamorgan F.U. and N.F.U. Head- 
quarters are being asked to investigate. 

Glamorgan’s Chief Constable, in a letter 
to the branch, following representations, 
stated “that he had come to the conclu- 


sion that the inadequacy of the present 
legislation in providing a means of detain- 
ing killer dogs until the court hearing was 
a decided loophole which could be sur- 
mounted only by a change of law.”

Doubtless similar negative ideas were propagated 
about T.B. in cows when eradication of that ahenee was started, out we now 


have a healthy national herd of cows. 


The pig’s worst enemies are other pigs 

nd, in many cases, its owner, if he is 
limited by tradition and a vision for the 
pig that is too small. 

The results of freedom from V.P.P. 
are: — 

Faster and more regular growth, 
Reduced vets’ bills. 

Better food conversion, 

Easier management and higher resist- 
ance to disease generally. 

In my herd pure-bred healthy Landrace 
get to bacon three weeks ez irlier than their 
predecessors—cross-bred, infected, pigs. 
One breeder I know whose pigs died of 
his particular strain of V.P.P. (death is 
unusual) is now flourishing with a new 
and healthy herd. 

Two breeders I know contracted V.P.P. 
in their herds, one because he fenced 
inadequately and the other because he 
mixed healthy with diseased pigs; but are 
we to farm pigs on the assumption that we 
are going to be undisciplined or careless? 
While it is natural for owners of estab- 
lished herds, or people who are just ignor- 
ant, to decry the efforts of pioneers in the 
fight for healthy pigs, it does not follow 
that they are right. There is entrenched 
ignorance about the pig at every level. 

The pig can be the brightest jewel in 
the farming industry—if we give it a 
chance; and to-day’s trickle of healthy 
pigs, free from respiratory diseases, will 
soon become a flood.

A Gilbertian Situation 


DISAGREE with the statement in the 
heading to a Barrister’s article (Nov. 14, 
“Tf you let a cottage to a non-farm 
worker you can’t get it back.” It should 
read “If you let a cottage to a non-farm 
worker before July 6, 1957, you can’t get 
it back.” 

Critchley v Clifford was referring to a 
letter in 1944, and if Barrister will refer to 
the Rent Act, 1957 Sec. 11(2) he will find 
that new lettings since the date of the 
Act (July 6, 1957) are not controlled and 
possession is protected only by the con- 
tractual terms of the letting. Section 16 
states that the minimum period for a 
notice to quit shall be four weeks. 

In view of this, I think the article may 
tend to amplify the “Gilbertian” situation 
which Barrister attributes to the position.

Our contributor comments: The article 
in question did not apply to all new let- 
tings. Subject to one a exception, 
new lettings would not affected. The 
restriction agginst obtaining possession 
wmainiy applies to lettings which were 
crected before Fuly 6, 1957, the date on 


which the decontrolling provisions of the 
Rent Act 1957 came into operation 

Any new letting to a new tenant created 
on or after that date is automatically taken 
out of the control of the Rent Acts; and in 
such cases, other things being equal, the 
right to recover possession would be 
governed by the general law. 

But there is one important exception. If 
a letting was created before Fuly 6, 1957, 
and the tenant under that letting is still 
in occupation at the present time, the 
grant now of @ new tenancy to him will 
not deprive him of the protection con- 
ferred by the Rent Acts, and the principle 
of the decision Critchley v Clifford will 
apply. That principle will equally apply 
where any new tenancy has been granted 
in the past after Fuly 6, 1957, to a sitting 
tenant, whose tenancy was controlled. 

There is yet another case in which the 
principle of Critchley v Clifford would still 
apply to a new letting effected after 
july 6, 1957—the case where, under the 
Rent Acts the interest of a tenant passes, 
on his death, to his widow, or some ot 
member of his family,

Don’ t Drive 


The Needle 


Right Home 


HESITATE to criticize a col- 
league’s opinion, particularly in 
matter of technique of injection by 

hypodermic syringe. The precautions 

which are required to reduce the risk 
of needle breakage and its unfortunate 
consequences, are :— 

Adequate restraint to prevent sudden 
unexpected movement at the time of 
injection. 

The choice of a site which is unlikely 
to be associated with unexpected 
mobility subject to reasonable restraint 
and technique (e.g.,) avoid the middle of 
the neck in cattle. 

The use of a needle of adequate 
calibre for the bulk of injection to be 
given and the type of animal to be 
injected. 

The needle to be sufficiently long to 
ensure that at least one-third of the 
length of the shaft is still exposed at 
the time of injection, 

The reason for the last recommendation 
is simple and common sense. The weakest 
point of a needle is the junction of the 
shaft and mount. If the needle is in- 
serted “right to its full length” as recom- 
mended by the T.V. Vet and sudden 
movement occurs causing breakage, it will 
be at that weakest point because it is tak- 
ing the strain when the syringe is being 
held for injection, as shown in the T.V. 
Vet’s photograph 


Likely to be Buried 


If breakage occurs under such circum- 
stances the needle is likely to be buried 
and recovery difficult or impossible unless 
local anwsthesia and surgical incision is 
made to enable a search to be made and 
the broken shaft to be recovered. 

If, on the other hand, a needle longer 
than the depth to which the injection is 
to be made is used and unexpected move- 
ment occurs, the shaft of the needle— 
provided it is not too monstrous a weapon 
—will bend and if breakage at the mount 
occurs—and this is less likely because it 
is not taking the same strain as when the 
needle is buried to its full length—part 
of the needle will be protruding and re- 
covery possible without difficulty. 

The technique of the depth of insertion 
of the needle and the need for adequate 
restraint is the same in all animals and 
in all types of injections if the sequel of 
breakage—a buried needle shaft—is to be 


avoided.

Too Easy Course 


E protest against the British Egg 

Marketing Board’s seeming intention 
to attack the egg producer in proposing to 
penalize the washing of eggs. Expert 
opinion can be called forward with equal 
conviction for both sides of this con- 
troversy. 

The length of time between the nest and 
the consumer’s table is the major factor 
which can be proved to be essential in 
determining egg quality. We suggest that 
the Board gives its full attention to this 
aspect before it takes the too easy course 
of making the egg producer a scapegoat.

The method of making this comparison 
was to express the weights of the fore-end, 
gammon and middle as a percentage of the 
whole side. Perhaps it would have been 
best to leave it at that, but percentages, 
with no standard, are rather meaningless, 
and therefore, in order to illustrate them 
in a more understandable fashion, the per- 
centages were multiplied by the current 
values of the three cuts. 


This produced a value for each side, 
thus, it was hoped, making comparisons 
easier. But, and this is the important 
point, in arriving at these values, no 
other points of value were taken into 
consideration. For example, no value 
was added for leanness and none 
deducted for fatness. Thus it was that 
sides showing a high “ cutting-up 
value” could well have been very fat 
and therefore of low “real” value. 


“Blythe” suggests that there must be 
something wrong with England’s bacon if 
a carcase which is rated low in a carcase 
competition gives a high return to the 
curer, but, as explained above, had the 
other factors, leanness, etc., been included 
in the cutting-up valuation, then a poor 
side would have produced a poor value. 

But a side which cuts up better than 
another has an added value and it might 
be considered worth while at carcase com- 
petitions to weigh the fore-ends and 
gammons and establish a marking system 
to add to or replace some of the present 


scoring features,

Grow More Sugar Beet

I grow 40 acres and no hard work is 
involved in either spring or autumn to-day 
thanks to the spectacular advance in 
mechanizing this crop. Contrary to 
local belief, the latest harvesters and 
down-the-row thinners work exceliently on 
stony ground. 

Hampshire is the home of machinery 
syndicates we are told and here surely 
is a great opportunity where a group of 
dairy farmers might each wish to grow 
10 acres, 

The tops replace and indeed are 
better than kale for dairy cows. 

A small acreage of Red Otofte fodder 
beet can be grown cheaply, using the 
same equipment and techniques, for 
late winter use. This splendid intensive 
forage crop is the basts of the Danish 
dairy farmers success, often on very 
small acreages. It is not fibrous like 
maize—now so undeservedly popular. 

“ Blythe ” also criticized the sending of 
sugar beet by road to Kidderminster from 
this area. Of course, he is right funda-

| When Nuclear 
‘Bombs Start 
Falling 


S a member of Civil Defence, I feel 
that Mr, Cheney (Nov. 7, p. 101) 
should be answered. In the first place, 
it is refreshing to find that somebody has 
taken sufficient interest in a C.D. publica- 
tion to comment on it. He is, however, 
confusing the four-minute early warning 
with a fall-out warning. 

There is never likely to be less than a 
half-hour delay between the explosion and 
the arrival of the fall-out, except in the 
area of the explosion. Not many farmers 
are going to be that close to the target 
area (34 miles from the point of burst 
with the 10 M.T. bomb). 


Day of Doom 


It must be obvious that it is not 
economical to scatter nuclear bombs on 
such things as air and sea bases where 
conventional weapons would be just as 
effective. “And how are farmers to know 
when the day of doom is come?” 

If you are only about two or three miles 
from the burst you have no need to worry 
—you and your cattle will be past it! 

Up to about 20 miles there will still be 
some sign. The light damage will extend 
that far. Up to 50 miles you will see 
the mushroom rising. Of course, you 
could use your further fields. You would 
still have time to bring in cattle. 

The initial radiation (direct from the 
bomb) would not reach further than the 
area of total destruction (34 miles). It 
goes without saying that good farmers 
don’t have defective roofing! 

In concluding, I would like to point out 
that there is plenty of room in Civil 
Defence for farmers and other country 
dwellers. If all you learn there is how to 
look after yourself and your family, you 
have learned something worth while.

AGREE with J. O. Cherrington in his 


article “If in doubt about the grass 
appeal to the cow” (Nov. 14, p. 77) that 


yields of dry matter from small plots 
which are probably cut and never see a 
grazing animal can be of little value to the 
stockman. 

However, the solution is not as simple 
as he suggests because of the complex 
nature of the processes which lead from 
grass growing in the field to milk in the 
churn or meat on the hook. 

You may not need “a degree to milk a 
cow, weigh her milk or butcher a steer” 
but certainly some evidence of deeper 
thinking is needed to avoid being misled 
by the results that can be obtained from 
the type of “research” he suggests.

No Sheep, But New Feature Will Give 
Added Interest 


FTER the foot-and-mouth “blackout” of last year, Young Farmers’ Club 
members in England, Wales—and from two parts of Scotland—will again 
be out in force this week in the Royal Smithfield Show judging tests. Two 

hundred and two young farmers will pit their wits and judgment against each 
other in the beef cattle and pig sections.

It may be that your informant had in mind 

insurance against liability for accidents 

occasioned by the use of the saw, rather 

than insurance of the saw itself. But there 

is no legal obligation to effect the insur- 

ance.—Jurist. 


PLOUGHED IN HASTE 
After the Coal Board had made a mess 
with their boring operations we 
ploughed a footpath. Were we wrong in 
so doing?—X. 
By Section 119 of the Highway Act 1959, 
where a footpath or bridleway crosses 
agricultural land, then if (a) it is proposed 
in accordance with the rules of good hus- 
bandry to plongh the land and (b) it is 
convenient in so ploughing to plough the 
path the occupier may do so. Before 
doing so he must give to the highway 
authority not less than 7 days’ notice of 
his intention and when the ploughing is 
completed he must make good the surface 
of the path or way so as to make it reason- 
ably convenient for the exercise of the 
public right. You have laid yourself open 
to court action but if, which I doubt, you 
receive a summons you should explain 
your predicament and the fine is likely to 
be only nominal.—Legis. 


JOURNEY JOTTINGS 

Do I have_to keep records of all the 
journeys I do in my F-licensed Diesel 
lorry?——X. 

Such records are not normally necessary 

with an “F” licence. The owner of a 

Diesel lorry, however, must keep records 


showing (as regards Diesel oil received) 
the name and address of the supplier, the 
quantity and description and the dafe of 
receipt and (with regard to the oil used) 
the registration number and mark of the 
vehicle; the date of the journey, and the 
quantity of oil supplied to the vehicle _ 
the number of miles travelled.—F. L. 


STAYING POWERS 
I have left the farm where I worked for 
many years but not the cottage for 
which I pad my employer 10s a week. 
I am waiting for a Council house. My 
old employer refuses rent and threatens 
action. What should I do in the 
circumstances?—X. 
Since this was a service tenancy you no 
longer have any legal right to remain in 
the cottage, and you would have no legal 
defence if the farmer took you to court. 
Your only course is to try your hardest 
to find another house, and meanwhile to 
sit tight where you are. It usually takes 
some weeks for a case such as yours to 
reach the court and if the tenant has done 
his best to find other accommodation, the 
judge usually gives the tenant as long as 
he can to find somewhere to go, although 
the judge’s powers are limited in this 
respect. You should put aside the rent 
each week as you will eventually have to 
pay rent for the weeks you remain in the 
cottage.—Jurist. 


BACK AGAIN 


I have a cottage (rateable value £8) let to 
a couple. Should I need it for a farm 
worker will I be able to gain possession 
on a month’s notice?—X. 

I assume that the cottage was controlled 

under the provisions of the Rent Restric- 

tions Act and that it was let to the tenants 
before July 6, 1957. If so, then although 
you may give the tenants a month’s notice 
to quit, you cannot compel them to quit 
except by a Court order. It is in the dis-

cretion of the Court whether or not any 
such order will be made, and in general 
no order will be made unless the Court 
considers it reasonable to do so and is 
satisfied that there is suitable alternative 
accommodation available for the tenants. 
If, however, the cottage was let to the 
tenants after July 6, 1957, it is no longer 
subject to the Rent Restrictions Act, and 
you will be entitled to recover possession 
on the expiration of the necessary notice 
to quit.—Lex.

Is it possible to tell whether a cow, in- 
seminated two and a half months ago, 
is in-calf?—D. F. 
By this time it should be possible to feel 
the calf with the flat of the hand pressed 
into the hollow of the left flank, and also 
the “ quickening” movements. The sim- 
plest test of all is to insert a couple of 
fingers into the vagina, and note the dif- 
ference in the vaginal secretions. In the 
” is warm and 
sticky and the wall of the vagina clings 
to the fingers. In the empty ones the 
secretions are smooth and slippery, and 
the vaginal walls do not cling to the in- 
serted fingers or hand. There are also 
laboratory tests on the urine that become 
useful after four to six months of preg- 
nancy.—Vet.

The kale in a mixture of kale and turnips 
broadcast last August has been 
smothered.

The result you obtained is not surprising 
as turnips are extremely vigorous in the 
early stage of growth. My own turnips, 
sown alone, grew very rapidly at this 
period this year. The relative feeding 
value of turnips and kale will depend 
upon the ratio of tops to roots in the 
turnip crop. The energy value of 
turnips, both tops and roots, is about half 
that of marrowstem kale. As a source 
of protein the turnip tops are almost as 
good as kale but the roots are of only ap- 
proximately one-third the value.—R. J. H.

UNDER-VALUED

year. Now I have been offered the 
managership of a 160-acre mixed hold- 
ing. What salary could I expect?—

Farm managers’ salaries vary a great deal. 
In my opinion many are receiving too 
low a wage, but for any reasonable sort 
of manager’s job there are generally 
plenty of applicants. I doubt whether a 
160-acre farm, unless very highly special- 
ized in pigs, poultry or cash crops such 
as potatoes or vegetables, could afford to 
pay a working manager more than £700 
per annum plus a free house. Many farms 
more than double this size are certainly 
paying under £900 per annum to managers 
to-day.—R. K.

Latest Trends 

Silver medals are awarded annually for 
the best new inventions and the entries 
give’ an indication of the latest trends. 

Food and drink figures prominently 
in these lists. Birds in the future will 
be fed by pushing a button. 

Cope & Cope, of Reading, lead the way 
on this with a new rapid-feed laying bat- 
tery unit, Art the push of the button a 
carriage travels down the line filling the 
troughs and stopping automatically at the 
end. The firm doesn’t boast when it 
clams that this will help cut Sunday 
work. If the hoppers are filled on Satur- 
days the birds can be fed from the switch- 
box next day. 

The same firm suggests further strides 
with a new design for the Thames Feeder. 
The master food bin incorporates a geared 
motor drive, eliminating belts and pulleys. 
Important features are special safety 


devices preventing damage to gear box or 


~ motor. 


In small feeders there is a new 22Ib 
mash capacity tube hopper from George 
Wilkinson, Lancs. It is tapered for free 
flow and to save wastage. Price is 30s. 

New drinkers are being featured also 
by Visi-Chick and Hebditch—the latter 
with the Kjelda from Norway, 

Auto-egg collecting progresses and one 
or two machines will be shown. A com- 
pletely new one may be ready in time 
from the Andover Timber Co. 


New Nest Boxes 

Nest boxes make considerable headway. 
A silver medal entry is the individual 
roll away from Grossmith. 

Another entry is from J. Knowles, Kent. 
It has removable plastic floors with strong 
supports, adjustable egg curtains and 
plastic roll away to rubber buffer. 

A further important auto-device is for 
mass medication. Pfizer introduce this 
with an eye to large flocks.

MINIMUM EGG 
UNIT SHOULD BE. 
1,000 BIRDS 


HE number of egg producers in this 

country must drop if we are to com- 
pete with the Danes and Common Mar- 
ket countries. The minimum unit for the 
individual farmer should be 1,000 laying 
birds, said Mr. John Cook, senior poultry 
advisor, Spillers, Ltd., at Winchester, 
Hants. 

“The Danes are producing and market- 
ing eggs far cheaper than our producers, 
and there is an immediate need for a new 
marketing approach.” 

The whole system of marketing re- 
volved around the packing station, which 
for economical production must be sup- 
plied by around 100,000 birds, maintained 
Mr. Cook. 

Attacking critics of the Egg Board, Mr. 
Cook said it was ridiculous to advocate its 
discontinuance. The two major problems 
facing the Board at present were that it 
had to handle all the “rubbish ”—the | 
eggs that the producer could not sell else- | 
where at a premium, and that it had no | 
control over the: retailer. 

“Ir made the mistake of inventing a 
trade mark before it was ready to market 
a quality article,” he said. “ Officials re- 
fuse to stand up for themselves when 
criticized.” 


Clean Egg Concern 
Devon Producers are Worried 
About Prices 


'ONCERN about the British Egg 

‘ Marketing Board’s proposals to intro- 
duce price differentials for washed and 
unwashed eggs was expressed at Crediton 
F.U., Devon. A meeting of county pro- 
ducers is to be called to discuss this and 
other marketing problems in the near 
future. 

Mr. W. Eagle-Bott, a member of Devon | 
F.U. poultry committee, said that the 
Board regarded the unwashed egg as the 
better egg. One of its big arguments in 
support of this was that countries exporting 
eggs to Britain sent only unwashed eggs.

Search Goes On 


Egg Marketing Board and the R.A.S.E. to find the ideal egg dry cleaning 


Pe: bluntly it must be admitted that the combined attempt by the British 


machine has been a flop. There is still just a slender chance because the 
closing date for the final stage is April 27, 1962, but in the first two years of the 
competition there has been rather less than half a dozen entries and so far only 


one machine—the “Drymatic”—has come within sight of the goal.

Egg producers will agree that clean 
eggs are a first essential on a quality 
market. To this end the Egg Board 


| intends “at the earliest possible date” to 


introduce a scheme offering incentives for 
unwashed egg supplies. 

That in itself is fairly sound but the 

Board has almost torpedoed it by spot- 


lighting’ the very real difficulties of 
machine cleaning to the standards 
expected. 


Better management and more efficient 
nest boxes will help to cut down num- 
bers of soiled eggs and larger units 
should show improvement. But the big- 
gest percentage of egg production is still 
in the hands of the smaller producers and 
on this reckoning they have problems 
ahead. 

You can dry clean very smail numbers 
of eggs with a hand device fitted with an 
abraser, but for machine dry cleaning you 
must spend at least £80 and even then 
it’s a slow process. The Board will not 
countenance wet cleaning because they 
say that percentage of rots is increased. 

It seems tc me that the Board is 


it has matured for about 7-8 days. It 
won’t cook for a good many purposes unul 
it is settled.” 

On the clean egg question Mr. Finn 
said: “The problem of the washed egg 
is quite simple. If it is washed properly 
in clinically exact conditions it will be 
quite satisfactory and under these con- 
ditions there is no trouble.”

That may be so but it does not solve 
this problem. In any case it is usually felt 
that a washed egg goes off quicker in store 
than a dry soiled egg. And frequent col- 
lections will cancel this out completely. 

Mr. S. J. Wright, one of the judges in 
the competition and an _ experienced 
agricultural engineer, was despondent of 
the chances of getting an economic small 
machine for dry cleaning. But he had no 
doubt that manufacturers could produce 
a large machine, possibly suitable for 
packers.

House Estate owned by Major David 
Gordon, and Auchnieve, an adjoining 
farm, was acquired in 1944. 

Meeting Mary Durno for the first time, 
one would perhaps be inclined to asso- 
ciate her attractive personality with an 
artistic career instead of the agricultural 
interest which she has made her life’s 
work. As we sat chatting in her beautiful 
home, she told me she had intended 
taking up a very different career. 

After leaving school in Aberdeen, she 
went to London to train at the National 
School of Domestic Subjects, where she 
obtained her Cordon Bleu. “I liked Lon- 
don very much and made many friends 
there,” she remarked. 


* * * 


Her training completed, she returned 
home, as her mother was in ill health, 
and it was then that she began to take an 
interest in farming. She must have been 
a remarkably astute pupil, for she has 
the business at her finger tips, and I was 
amazed at the knowledge and enthusiam 
with whith she talked about the herd of 
Beef Shorthorn cattle for which Upper- 
mill is famous. 

The Durno family took their first 
Shorthorn to Jackston, Rothienorman, in 
1872, ultimately to develop the present 
herd at Uppermill, Tarves. The live 
stock comprises about 120 pedigree Beef 
Shorthorns, which produced the breed 
champion at the Royal Highland Shows 
in 1954, 1959 and 1960. 

There are also a hundred milking 
British Friesian cows, the produce of 
which is sold wholesale through the Milk 
Marketing Board. A flock of 700 sheep 








are wintered, mostly Half-Breds and 
crosses, bred from North Country Cheviot 
and Blackfaced ewes by Border-Leicester 
tups. 

All the land is arable and the cropping 
is centred round the feeding of the stock. 

The running of such an extensive 
organization would be an exacting enough 
task for a man, but Miss Durno has all 
the attributes of a successful farmer and 
takes everything in her stride. She 
attends agricultural shows and sales with 
her father, assisting him with the buying 
and selling of stock. She also supervises 
the office administration and keeping of 
records. 

Dr. Durno, who is honorary secretary 
to the Royal Highland Agricultural 
Society, has contributed much thought 
and skill to the perfecting of the Shorthorn 
breed. Last year he received from the 
University of Aberdeen an honorary 
LL.D. in recognition of his services to 
the University. 

Tt must be very gratifying to him that 
his daughter can take so much of the 
responsibility of the farms off his 
shoulders and leave him free for the pub- 
lic services he renders. As he said to 
me “ Mary keeps me well and is a great 
help.” 

Miss Durno makes trips to South 












Africa, Canada and the U.S.A. to attend 
shows and to visit the various 

herds. In this way she makes many use- 
ful and interesting contacts. 

She visited Spain recently, a country 
which she found most attractive, but I 
wasn’t surprised when she remarked 
“Naturally I didn’t want to see a bull 
fight!” 

With such a busy life, it is not sur- 
prising that Mary Durno has very little 
leisure. She enjoys reading when she 
has the time and leads a full social life 
with the many visitors she entertains at 
Uppermill; this is a side of her work in 
which she finds great joy. 

She is fond of music and thé theatre 
and sometimes slips away from the lamb 
sales in August or September for a 
couple of days to attend the Edinburgh 
Festival. There are also opportunities in 
the district to hear good music, for Mrs. 
David Gordon of Haddo House invites 
many well known artists to her home to 
give concerts which are sponsored by the 
Arts Council. 

This is an unusual, but practical, father 
and daughter partnership, and the 


example of Mary Durno could well be an 
inspiration to other women who are 
thinking of making farming their career.

MAKE THE

Margaret Costa introduces 
some recipes from readers 


readers’ suggestions which may be new to you. 


From Mrs. Olwen Prosser, Park Farm, Eye, Leominster, 
Hereford: 
APPLE DELIGHT 
4oz shortcrust pastry 4oz sugar 
lib cooking apples | 1 gill milk 
3 eggs 
INE a shallow buttered pie dish with the pastry; dice the 
led and cored apples and put them on top of it, 
sprinkling them with half the sugar. Beat the eggs and milk 
and the rest of the sugar together and pour over the apples. 
Bake in the centre of a hot oven—Regulo 7; 425 deg F—until 
set and golden brown—about 20 minutes. 
This is delicious eaten hot and can, if you like, be topped 
with meringue and/or served with cream. Alternatively the 
dish can be left until cold and served in slices as a cold sweet.

apples and cook them a toa 
purée in a saucepan with the water, sugar and grated lemon 
rind. Stir in the butter when the fruit is cooked and add the 
chopped and ground almonds. Mix in well and leave until cold. 
Make the pastry in the usual way, roll out lightly and fairly 
thinly and cut into 6in squares. Place a little of the apple 
mixture on each square. the edges of the pastry and 
fold them across from point to point, pinching the edges well 
together. 
Brush with milk or egg white and dust with caster sugar. 
Bake in a hot oven—Regulo 7; 425 deg F—until golden brown 
and serve hot or cold with cream.

WHEN a baby gets thrush, he is probably run down from 
some other ailment. Thrush is due to a yeast-like fungus 
which is very prevalent on human skin, and exists in the air, 
but does not usually cause trouble except in debilitated people.

Thrush can be cured simply by scraping the patches off with 
a bic of sendin sound the tip of the Sager tale tasake euny the 
spires of the fungus. Or, it may be painted with glycerine of 
borax, which cures it in a few days. 

It can 
flourish on any warm damp skin. Nursing mothers sometimes 
get a rash from this cause under the breasts and, of course, it 
is easy to infect the baby from this.
